oatske the Yaumati typhoon 
shelter, On the embankment 
had been erected «a large 
matshead, with seating accom- 
modation for a considerable 
comber of spectators The 
matehead was gaily decorated 
with flags and appeared en in- 
viting vantage point from 
which to view the proceedings, 
but the mumgber preseat hers was. 
vory small. the majority of the 
supporters. preferring to cheer 
their bosts to victory fram 
laanches, which, lined up parallet 
to the embankment and, forme: 
the otherside of tha course. Many 
of these Jaanches had “dressed 
ship” and:-the line of them pre- 
sented avery cays appeatance. A 
number of Burcpeans followed 
the sport from the décks of 
these small craft and” many 
enthusiasts in small lacnces and 
motor busts viewed the proceed- 
ings by f{nllowing behind the 
competing craft. All the events 
were keanly contested. and there 
were some exciting finishes. The 
boats, as they came up the course, 
their bows decorated to resemble 
dragons’ beads and the sterns to 
Tepresent the tails, with their 
large crews—asoverat of the boats 
carried between seventy and

British CS.M.'S Tales of - 
bed Cruelty.

Evidence was given before Sir’ 
hartres Biron at Bow Street, 
London in cannection with the 
charges against Captain Haupt- 
mann Moller of crvelty to British 
prisonera of war at Flave de 
Martel Camp, France, in 1918. 


’ Thomas Tilley, formerly Com- 
pany Sergeant Majoria the Ea- 
sex Regiment, said he was in 
charge of a working party at the 
camp in March. 1918. He slept 
io ths open all the time ho was 


quate and of poor quality. Thara 
was no wathing sccommodstion 
for the first two or three weeks, 
There was no trough and no 
Witness left 
the camp at the end of April ar 
the beginning of May to yo to 
hospital, 

“I was practically in a dying 
condition,” he said, “although I 
was in the best of health when D 
went to Flava.” . 


CHASED AT BAYOSNET'S POINT! | 


The working party he was in 
charge of was engaged on road 
making, but no examination was 
made to see ifthe men wera fit 
to work. If the. men reported 
sick the German sergeant-major 
sent them back. They were 
never let off on account of ilineas 
unless they absolutely collapsed 
and could not get up : 

The commandant wgs on parade. 
about three times weekly. When 
men did uot turn.ont quickly 
enough they were chased oot pf 
the huts by soldiers at the point 
ofthe bayonet. Thecommandant 
saw tois being done, and on two 
occasions chased the men himself 
by hitting them with his’ stick 
The prisoners did not take off 
their clothes all the time, and 
bad nu change given then. They 
were absolutely alive with 
vermin. -Witness bad never seen 
anything like it. He jhad seen 
vermin which seem like a grey 
mantle on a man's coat. They 
worked from the n:ck ‘down. 
wards. Witness had dysentery 
and reported sick on Apri} 19, 
but was sent on the. working 
party. He collapsed on the road, 
was carried back and then seen 
by a doctor for the first time. 


The doctor, who seemed very 
concerned. ordered him to 
baspital. On the parade ground, 
ssid witness, men were forced to 
teaintain the position of atterr- 
tion. and those who were weak 
on their legs found this impossibla 
for'any length of time. 


ONE-THIRD OF GERMAN RATION. 


The serzeant-major and the 
commandent, walking round, 
freqrestly kicked the men's heels 
together, upsetting their balance 
causing them to fall. 


Replying to Dr. Feisenberger, 
for the German Government, 
witness said none of the prisoners 
received parcels.

The Chinese Chamber of Com~- 
morce haa filed a protest with the 
Wood-Porbes commission against 

} passing the bookkeeping law, hat 

the Chinese want to rainforce this 
protest by filing another by! the 
convantion, which, it was declar- 
ed, is a larger and more repra- 
santativa body than the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce. 

The establishmont of a perman- 
ant office in Manila by the con- 
vention to actass bureau ofin 
formation for all the Chinese in 
the Philippinea in all matters of 
legislation, old and new, ¥ hich 
affect the interests of the Chinese 
in the islands was decided upon. 
It will be the duty of this office 
to compile all the the Inws of the 
Philippines which affect Chinese. 
especially internal and customs 
laws, and new laws that may be 
passed by the legislature. 

Mr. Sy Cip, president of tho 
convention, stated last night that 
many Chinese violate laws of the 
Philippines because they are 
ignorant of the existence af such 
laws, or, if they are aware of 
them, they are not aware of their 
provisions. Mr. Sp Cip says it

THE POSTAL RATES. 


Hongkong has a distinct interest in the news which 
came to hand yesterday regarding the protests made at 
Home against the proposed increase in postal rates on 
matter destined for places vutside the United Kingdom. 
A fortnight ago, when Mr. Kellaway. ‘the Post -Master 
General, announced the propusal in the House of Commons, 
We questioned the wischun ur the step on the ground that it 
would operate adversely in the interests of British trade 


propaganda and we are glad to note that very vigorous 
protests have been made at Home both by commercial and 
‘hewspaper men—so much so that it has now been decided 
to drop the increase in charges on newspapers and printed 
Iuatter for abroad. This news will have given general 
satisfaction not only to those who were directly instrumental 
in bringing about the revision of the official intention but 
to all those who are interested and engaged in oversea 
commerce and the interchange of knowledge. : 
Mr. Kellaway's plea was that be had to make the Post 
Olfice self-supporting. But there tnust surely be mure 
ways of doing that than by levying an extra charge on a 
departinent of its activities that meaus so much in the task 
of disseminating British thought and extending British 
“commerce. When deputativus representing the newspaper 
proprietors, the Empire Press Union, the Colonial 
fostitute. the Empire League. the Overseas Club. the 
Patriotic League and the Reval Society of Literature 
combine to make a protest it can be guaged that those who 
are best fitted to Judge viewed this proposed increase with 
_ considerable apprehensiou. . Leaving ‘the question of 
Lewspapers out for a moment (we inight ve accused 
of bias) one can appreciate the fact that if the 
circulation, of pamphlets, circulars and catalogues had 
been raised to the almost prohibitive extent the in- 
creases would have amounted to. then manufacturers, 
merchants and agents would bave bad to curtail that 
circulation. And that would have been a proceeding un- 
questionably inimical to the best interests of Empire trade, 
especially at this time of keen competition for the markets 
of the world. Onur old trade rivals are coming back into 
business and strenuous efforts are being made to get a firm 
‘footing. Only the other day we received a request from a 
German advertising agency asking us our rates and pro- 
Inising'to place advertising orders on behalf of German 
firms re-engaging in foreign trade. In trade, propaganda 
forms one of the chief means of expansion. To handicap 
the British merchant by making the cost of his propaganda 
prohibitive would have been an extremely short-sighted 
policy. Much could be said also for keeping as free as 
possible the inter-Imperial exchange of knowledge, under 
which heading comes literature of all classes. It would 
have amounted to nothing less than a barrier on inter- 
course. Let us be thankful the proposal has been dropped. 
- _' The proposal to abolish the Sunday post is a good one. 
Jo don there has been no Sunday delivery for 
something like half a century and it bas generally been 
considered a paradox that what London should be denied 
the provinces should be granted. Except for specially arrang- 
ed deliveries (such as to uewspaper offices, etc.) there is nO 
cogent reason why a Sunday delivery should be kept in 
vogue and if’an economy of one million sterlin can be 
-eflected by abolishing it then by all means Jet it be 
‘.’” abolished. It will cause no hardship and give rise to little 


regret. 


Britain's:Finances. 

A cable relating to Britain's 
finances.makes anly too patent 
the reason of the Government's 
policy of retrenchment in respect 
of unemploymentand agriculture. 
In the two months of the current 
yoar revenuo has dropped 
by 110 miltiona sterling as com- 
pared with 1920, this signifying 
the enormous fall of 40 per cent. 
As expondisure has decreased by 
only a fraction of this aum, the 
account threatens a big debit. 
This is not by any means the 
full extent of the deficit, because 
we read that floating debt has 
been simultaneously increased 
by over 60 millions, which 
suggests that the heavy drop in 
the Exchequer receipts has com- 
pelled the Government to carry 
on in hand-to-mouth style, such 


‘las by the issue of more Trea- 


sury bonds. This aggravates the 
situation, because the State ‘pays 
an abnormal rate of interest on 
these issues. For some tire it 
has been 7 per cant. (fancy sucha 


“| rate of interest on British Govern- 


Tent security before the war!) 
and although, in accordance with 
a slight fall in the Bank Rate, 
the interest has. been reduced a 
little, it still means a very costly 
form of borrowing. Under these 
circumstances little wonder can 
be felt that the Government feels 
itself impelled to economise. A 
faw weeks ago it was announced 
that the Goveropment had made s 
drastic cut of over 100 millions in 
the 1922-2 Supply Estimates, 
which serves to show what can 
be done in this way. when an 
Administration is raally put to it. 
But the fact that a reduction on 
this scale entirely fails to 
equalise the fall in revenue 
throws an illuminating glimmer 
upon the present financialproblem. 
The saving that has been effected 
during the two months amounts 


ito 27lz millions, but the loss of 


revenue in that period sweeps 
away practically the whole of 
the year's conte:nplated reduction 
in expenditure. On the workers 
in many industries who have 
been rendered idle by the coal 
strike the reduction of the unem- 
ployment allowance falls hardly. 
The position is that the national 
finances have been placed in a 
condition wh:ch, in the absence 
of retrenchment measures, would 
mave meant heading for in- 
solvency. There is no doubt. too, 
that the institution of “doles”— 
the bane of old Rome in the elos- 
ing years of the Republic—was ex- 
ercising a pernicious effect upon 
workers of a certain type, who 
showed proneness to throw up 
their jobs in-a hurry, confident 
tbat, with relief fram the State, 
thes could get slong while 
enjoying a holiday. Serious as 
the position is, it would probably 
not take the Government loug to 
poll things round if we had 
industrial peace. The Board of 
Trade returns for May exemplify 
the cause of the trouble. 
Iecalculable damage is being 
wrought to the country's welfare 
by the coal deadlock. Surely the 
statisticg must bring home to the 
parties the fact that- industrial 
beace is needful before all things. 


Japan’s Policy. 


. Viscount Uchida's message to 
the Mrunchester Guardian, which 
published a Japanese number to 
celebrate the Crown Prince’s visit, 
is satisfactory as far as it oes. 
The drawbark isthatit does not go 
beyond what Japanese politicians, 
diplomatists, and publicists have 
been saying for some time past 
without any distinct improvement 
resulting. The message of 
Japan's Foreign Minister says 
that no nation is more interested 
than his own “in a peaceful 
Siberia and a united and pro- 
sperous China.” Somedegree of 
disquietude over Siberia is 
inevitable while the Japanesa 
War Office is allowed to overrale 
the Foreign Ministry. Regard- 
ing China, the attitude of Japan 
herself is, of course, a primary 
factor in the problem. At tha 


same time, it must be admitted | * 


that there is not much hope of 
"a united and prosperous China ” 
until the Republic shows more 
definite signs of working ont ‘its 
own salvation, - .

But the apostle knew, and 
this young miners’ leader knows, 
that gospels and ideas are 
mightier than the physical world. 

Mr. Hodges is in his youth. 
He is 33 years old. Secretary of 
one of the greatest cf the Trade 
Unions in his early thirties, what 
may he not become, given health 
of body and a continuance of bis 
zeal and eagerness of heart and 
mind, in the momentons years 
that aretobe? Por wha: weare 
witnessing is. an intense argu- 
ment and coliision between the 
old order and scheme of things 
‘and the new. Strikes and lock- 
outs are the weapons used. 


THE IMPATIENCE OF YOUTEHI. 

Without the war the upheaval 
would have come. The war 
brought the conflict into our 
own generation. I am using the 
terms of civil war. rather ascon- 
venient vividness of image than 
as literal, truth. Perhaps I had 
better say that, so far as my 
observation goes. the restlessness 
of these present times is due not 
to a contflict of classes, but to the 
yearnings of a whole people to 
fashion a new programme of life.

I should like to pause 
here tocommenton the fact, so 
lamentable as it seams to me, 
that the Church apparently does 
nut shaw a deeper interest in the 
great issues which are agitating 
the minds of millions in our Jand 
to-day, It is a challenging 
theme, and I might involve 
the editor in considerable con- 
troversy were I to say more. 
At Ruskin College Mr. Hodges 
took a leading part in a strike of 
students, and helped to found the 
Central Labour College. He is 
intensely Interested in education. 
PRIME MINISTER YET?- 

All who meet him in convar- 
sation, and Cabinet Ministers who 
hear him at the conference table, 
detect the note of study and cul. 
ture. Indeed as I have said, the 
pallor of culture is on bis brow. 
His public speeches are closely 
reasoned. They are not merely 
appeals to the cruwd-mind and 
his logic finds a Gtting garment 
ot-chaste and nervous language. 
His primary appeal is to the in- 
tellect but his speeches algo stir 
and fire the heart. Mr. Hodges 
is indeed th> new order of Labour 
leader in the making. He is pro- 
phetic of thecultured interpreters 
who shall arise to expound the 
claims of Labour. Ho may easily 
become the Prime - Minister of 
Labour,
